It  will  be  noticed  that  thei'c  has 
been  an  inci'ease  in  the  enrolment  of 
women  students  during  the  past  ses- 
sion. The  tlecrease  has  taken  place 
only  among  the  men.  This  was  to  be 
e.xpeeted  under  the  distui-bed  condi- 
tions of  the  past  wiiitei'.  Several 
young  men  who  were  prospective  stu- 
dents, and  Were  expeeting  to  get 
work  in  order  to  support  themselves 
during  their  course,  had  to  be  advised 
not  to  come  to  Toronto  as  it  was  im- 
possible to  hold  out  any  i)r()speet  of 
obtaining  such  means  of  help  during 
the  ensuing  session.  l-'our  other 
young  men  who  desired  to  ciitei-  the 
Bible  Colh^ge  at  the  beginning  of  the 
session  were  advised  by  us  to  proceed 
to  till'   I'niversity   and   to  thcii-   pros- 

|»ective  Theological  ('olleges  because 
they  were  in  a  position  to  do  so.  The 
Toronto  Bible  College  is  of  course 
open  to  all  students  of  all  denomina- 
tions, but  we  do  not  wish  to  divert 
from  the  regular  academic  channels 
of  education  any  young  men  whose 
circumstances  and  training  make  it 
possible  for  them  to  prepare  for  the 
Christian  ministry  by  way  of  the 
University  and  of  the  Theological 
Colleges  0^  the  various  denomina- 
tions.
